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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 8-10, filed on November 26, 2007, with respect to 
claims 1-13 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejection of claims 1-13 has 
been withdrawn. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on November 26, 2007. These drawings are Fig.5 and Fig.6. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1-13 are 
allowable over the prior art of record because the Examiner found neither prior art cited in its 
entirety, nor based on the prior art, found any motivation to combine any of the said prior art 
which teaches: 

Claims 1-4: A method for color correction including obtaining a fitting luminance value 
of each gray level in interval from a fitting function of a gamma parameter for each interval of 
each color light of the light source, and obtaining a lookup table consisted of gray levels and 
their corresponding fitting luminance values; normalizing original gray data of an image to 
obtain a gamma curve consisted of gray levels and luminance levels; obtaining a modified gray 
signals by an iteration method. 
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Claims 5-11: A method for color correction including executing gray levels and 
luminance values of each interval by using logarithmic and divisional operations to obtain a 
gamma parameter and a fitting function of the gamma parameter which can fit all selected data 
of the interval; obtaining from the fitting function of each interval of each color light, a fitting 
luminance value of each gray level in interval thereby the display device is being able to express 
the gray distribution state according to the modified gray levels and luminance values. 

Claims 12-13: A method for color correction including obtaining a modified gray signals 
by an iteration method including comparing the transitional luminance value Yn with the target 
luminance value Yt, if the difference between them is smaller than a tolerable error, then the Yt 
and Xt is substituted by the Yn and Xn, respectively, if the difference between them being larger 
than a tolerable error, then repeats the above steps; modified the gray signals being transmitted 
out and then the display device is able to express the gray distribution state according to the 
modified gray signals.
